TWO of my cousins have already gone to Vietnam as 
•oldiers. Their going has teemed more natural than 
mine, for it is natural for men lo leave their families and 
go to strange places for the purpose of war, but not for 
the purpose of peace. 

But how does one explain a leading, except by re- 
counting the symptoms: a tight and burning chest, * 
certainty as great as the certainty that 1 exist at all, * 
depression as I realize the unsettling this will cause in my 
family and in my wort? A Quaker Action Group could 
have decided not to send me, the Upland Institute could 
have decided not to give me a leave of absence, but I felt 
/ had no choice about the matter at all. If I remember 
my history, Marmaduke Stephenson left his plow in the 
middle of the field when he sailed to Puritan Massachu- 
setts with a group of Friends* 

A divine leading is by definition beyond discussion* 
Yet my understanding of the world u that there should' 
be points of contact between a leading and reason, be-!

Why should you engage in this adventure halfway 
around the world when you aheady have made so 
clear your opposition to the war by actions hert in 
the United States?

Eyewitness Report from Vietnam -

OUANG NGA1 Province has seen considerable mili- 
tary activity and continues to be one of the more, 
active areas for the National Liberation Front Only «t 
few nights before I went to the city of Quang Ngai (lit*: 
of a prosthetic center and a child-day-care center opera ted 
by the American Friends Service Committee), the Front 
came into the city and executed a midnight raid on the 
jail holding over nine hundred political prisoners, 

The cool daring of this raid is suggested by the faa 
that United States and South Vietnamese armed forces. 
as well as substantial contingents of police, are stationed 
in Quang Ngai. The NLF set fire to two filling stations 
nn the center of the city and fired small arms into the 
air at several other points. While all this was going on 
-they broke into the jail, spent the better part of an hour 
"lecturing the prisoners on the merits of the NLF, and 
then released those who wished to join the struggle 
against Saigon and U-S. military intervention. Newspa- 
pers reported that nearly all the prisoners toot advan- 
tage of this opportunity. 

When 1 arrived in Quang Kgai, U-S. armed forcej 
were mounting Fetaliatory attacks against the surround- 
ing countryside. As 1 stepped off the plane 1 saw nine 
military helicopters landing in formation. Other groups 
of helicopters were coming in behind this one, and by 
the time I had collected my luggage about fifty helicopters 
had landed and some were taking off again. That after- 
noon, from the grounds of the Quang Ngai hospital, I 
saw VS. military aircraft dive-bombing with fire bombs 
on the nearby hills, while helicopters were lowering artil- 
lery pieces and other supplies to troops on the ground* 
] That night there was considerable H and 1 (harass- 
ment and interdiction) fire, which shook the AFSC house 
where a number of us had gathered for the evening meal 1 
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SVhen one particularly heavy^anitTcry blast occurred, a 
tuff member remarked that this would mean more in* 
jurcd villagers (mostly women , children, and old men) 
at the hospital. The next day when 1 visited the hospi- 
tal s orthopedic ward I counted fifty-two people in twen- 
*y*£ve beds. Some beds held three, some two; in some 
cases two beds were pulled together for three paticnu. 
Two little boys on a stretcher on the Boor were the sole 
survivors or an attack that had wiped out all the rest of 
tbeir family. 

I talked to a nurse in the orthopedic ward, to a doctor 
in the hospital, and to two G.I. medics assigned to the 
6ospitaVs emergency reception center. Each told me. in 
answer to my questions, that over ninety per cent of the 
injuries to these villagers were caused by VS. bombs 
and artillery fire. 

Why Noncombatants Are Attacked 
The United States is fighting in Vietnam a war in 
irhich it cannot distinguish the enemy combatant from 
the civilian villager. Often, no doubt, there is no sharp 
distinction. In areas declared to be free-fire zones any- 
thing that moves is fired on, and in any combat area 
- anyone — man, woman, or child — who tries to flee is likely 
10 be killed. In such a situation callous attitudes toward 
the innocent become commonplace, and the normal rights 
of civilians virtually disappear. The U.S. armed forces 
And civilian employees must carry out their tasks aware 
-0f the fact that whatever they do or plan is probably 
i>eing observed by an elusive and resourceful enemy hid- 
den among the civilian population — including even that 
$>art of the civilian population that works for the Ameri- 
cans. Thus tactics of mass terror are adopted that include 
the obliteration of entire areas, the removal of all civil- 
ians who can be rounded up into concentration points 
-called refugee camps, and the killing of those who resist. 
The NLF, on the other hand, move about with con- 
^derable freedom over the countryside and within the 
grillages, towns, and cities. There are spectacular instances 
jwhere they have come and gone without being hindered 
tor betrayed by Vietnamese populations presumed to be 
{relatively •'pacified" and friendly. Exchange of fire with 
*the Americans is usually on the NLF's own initiative 
.and under circumstances offering them an advantage. 
Only then do they emerge from among the people and 
join in direct military action. Often their hit-and-dis~ 
aippear tactics, which could not possibly work except 
«mong a population that will not betray them, operate 
«o swiftly that they have hit and gone before any precise 
counteraction can be mounted. 

t Massive terror tactics, like the VS. fire-bombing of 
4he hillsides outside Quang Ngai after the NLF jailbreak, 
*re commonplace in situations of this sort against an en- 
tire area which is suspected (and with good reason) £iL 
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harboring within its* midst aTiidden enemy. They aris^ 
out of military- cooisidlerations and morality quite similai 
to those in World Vpar II when the Hitler forces would 
execute a given mimiber of males in a town whfcre an 
attack on the German troops had been initiated from 
within the civilian population. One difference is that in 
Vietnam these artSfery and air attacks are more indis- 
criminate than were tine Hitler*type executions. Both must 
be understood as terror tactics undertaken by an armed 
force that has to cops with an enemy who can hide at 
will within the grmeiral population. 

It was in this atmosphere that the September elections 
were held in Quaug^sgai and throughout the opacified" 
sections of South Vietnam, The actual casting of the 
ballots seemed in good order except for the fact that in 
some areas, at least, tthere was no effort made to keep 
voters from crowdn^g; .:nto the voting booths five or even 
ten it a time. Bur rihe counting and the tabulating of 
the totals left a grca-:t deal to be desired. There were 
enormous disa*epain dies, never satisfactorily explained; 
four of the largest newspapers in Saigon were closed down 
by government order; and when candidates undertook 
to hold a joint press conference after the balloting to 
voice their criticise mf the election they were dispersed 
by order of the mayvor of Saigon. 

How Kmmfbing Targets Are Chosen 
One little-known Jfact bearing on the election is this*, 
before a village in Soanth Vietnam can be bombed or fired 
on the military fcrtEis must get the approval of the dis 
met chief.

Guerrero says in a statement to be released at the induction center, IT I believe 
that a person Should attempt to match his actions with his beliefs* Because of 
my beliefs, I must refuse induction today* I believe that var is wrong ani I 
cannot participate in war, I believe that the war in Vietnam is immoral , illegal, 
and contrary to the interests of the Anex ican people. Even if I were not a con- 
scientious objector, I would hope that I would be able to refuse induction to- 
day because of the immorality of the war in Vietnam." 

A coalition of Atlanta pacifist and antiwar groups are protesting Guerrero* s 
induction as part of a nationwide "stop the draft" week. Among the sponsors of 
the demonstration are the following groups: the Southern Student Organising Com- 
inittee, Atlanta Veterans for Peace, Atlanta Workshop in Nonviolence/ Atlanta 
Young Socialist Alliance, Atlantans for Peace, American Friends Service Committee, 
Emory Community Peace Union, Georgia State Committee on Social Issues. 

Tom Gardner, chairman of the Southern Student Organising Committee, headquartered 
in Nashville, said, "We can no longer allow the politicians in Washington to 
draft young Southern men to fight in their idiotic, immoral, and imperialistic 
vars. Gene Guerrero has demonstrated his willingness to risk his life for freedctt 
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by vorVLng to end racist terrorisn; aid repression in the South. His courage and 
^integrity are unquestionable. The real question is vhat is wrong with the gov- 
err^icr.t cf our country when it continues tc pursue this amoral war? Vliat is 
wrong with our country when it ccrJernns tc jail these \;ho refuse to kill? 11 

Gardner said, "Our iaen who are dying and killing in Viet nan must be brought home 
ir^cdiately and the draft nust be abolished , Kecogniring the need for every in — 
dividual to resist the draft's attempt to control his life and the right of every 
young nar* to refuse to be conscripted into the Aroy, the Southern Student Organ- 
izing Comittee supports Gene Guerrero, Jr. in his decision to refuse induction 
into the military." ■; 

Guerrero dropped out of Ihory in 1964 to travel the South to encourage white 
southern students to join the protest novenent against segregation. In the stun- 
ner of 1964, Guerrero was one of a handful of native white Southerners who par* 
ticipated in the Mississippi Sunnier Project. Guerrero has been vorldjig with 
SSOC (Southern Student Organising Committee) since then to encourage white peo- 
ple to join in the movment for social change in the South • For the past year 
he has worked with the trade union novenent in North Carolina. He is presently 
Assistant Director of the Southern Student Human Relations Project of the Na^ 
tional Stuient Association. He and his wife reside in Atlanta. '

I also feel strongly that the selective service system itself is iriiraoral and 
contrary to the values of a democratic society. It discriminates against those 
vho are poor or black, and against those who hold unorthodox religious or poli- 
tical beliefs. 

I believe in the democratic traditions of Anerica. I hope that my actions today 

will help make those traditions a living reality. I do not believe that in a 

democracy a man should be compelled to kill when his religious beliefs will not 

allov him to do so*

At 9-05 a.m., Ka«or Manuel Keredia, Commanding 
Officer, AF22S, advised that Joaquin Eugene Gurrero, Jr. 
had refused induction into the United States Arxy. 

At about 9:12 a.m., Gene Guerrero exited from the 
main entrance of the AIE£S, at which time he stood on the 
steps to the building while he read from a copy of a pre- 
pared statement headed 'Vhy I Must Refuse Induction 11 which 
had been distributed previously, and a copy of which is 
included herein. At approximately 9*17 a.m., Guerrero and 
the remaining pickets departed from the A PEES . 

No disorder occurred during the above demonstra- 
tion, and no arrests were made. The picket? did not ob- 
struct access to the building, and did not attempt to gain 
access to the building. The pickets did not hinder any 
inductees from reporting and did not surrender or burn any 
Selective Service cards.

Its officers were identified as Hilton Rosen of New York, 
President, and William Epton of New York and llort Scheer of 
San Francisco, Vice Presidents. A 20-member National 
Committee was elected to direct the Party until the next 
convention. 

According to the -article, "The Progressive Labor 
Movement was founded in 1962 by llr. Rosen and Mr. Scheer 
after they were expelled from the Communist party of the 
United States for assertedly following the Chinese Communist 
line:" 

The PLP published "Progressive Labor/ 1 a bimonthly 
magaizine; "Challenge," a biweekly New York City newpaper;

Appropriately 500 delegates from 
throughout the United States attended this convention. The 
aims of the organization, as set forth in the preamble to 
its constitution, are: "It is our belief that* this nation 
can best solve its problems in an atmosphere of peaceful 
coexistence f complete disarmament and true freedon for all 
peoples of the world, and that these solutions "will be 
reached mainly through the united efforts of all denocratic 
elements in our country, composed essentially of the working 
people allied in the unity of Negroes and other minorities 
with whites. We further fully recognize that the greatest 
threat to American democracy comes from the racist and right

Over the Labor Day weekend, 19S5, the DCA held a 
conference in Chicago, Illinois K and a new slate of officers 
was elected to the National Executive Committee (NEC) of the 
DCA.

■It means spending $24*billion a year, with another increase 
in taxes threatened, a further drain on an already inadequate 
gold supply, and an escalation of inflation. 

It fneans enormous discretionary powers assumed by the 
President, with Congress asked to approve his actions after 
the face. 

It means the nation which started the war — France — and 
lost it, now has become our most outspoken critic while profit- 
ing heavily from the war. 

It means a war where, in the eyes of many Asiatics, we are 
righting against indigenous Asiatic nationalism, much as 
France did in the past. 

It means the first war in our history fought not only on the 
banleneid but brought into the American living room, every 
cay, through the raw emotionalism of today's mass communi- 
cations, 

I: means a war in which religious controversy between 
O^hoiiC minority and Buddhist majority has corse dangerously 
close to causing collapse of the successive governments of 
South Vietnam.

One other chservauon is necessary. Deep currents, Asian in 
origin, hold enormous r ;;; over events' :n Vietnam yet can* 
not be adequately trex;^ in a bile: political history. A list 
of such currents is lar^e, and woe id include the observation 
that Vietnam is basically Buddhist and Confucian, both ethical 
religions without a persons; god. Thus, Asiatic communism as 
espoused by Asiatics can mascuerade as an ally in the older, 
more familiar struggle against Western theism, Western 
colonialism, and Western capitalism. 

Difference in A&iaa AttitttfiGs 

In a larger sense much more can be cited to confound the 
best of minds in resolving the Vietnamese connici. The West 
divides good and evil, and thinks that evil can be conquered. 
Yet in Asia, a man is generally capable of believing that some- 
thing is simultaneously good and bad, right and wrong, bla6~ 
and white, in such a manner as to render most difficult rea* 
understanding by the Western mentality* 

Just as difficult to comprehend are the "politics" of the 
Buddhists, or the meaning of their proposals for a peaceful, 
Vietnam; we dismiss them as visionary or unrealistic, yet 
they may be more acceptable and understandable to the South 
Vietnamese — after 27 years of warfare — than anything 
we propose in our Western political terminology. 

In short, we Americans cannot simply go to Asia, wipe 
the slate clean, and say to them, "This is how it shall be." The 
Vietnamese have their own view of nationalism, quite different 
from ours, the Vietnamese Communists identify with it, and 
it renders our involvement immeasurably difficult. 

Does the Republican Party scrvt America best by saying 
that politics stops at the water's edge? That we must rally 
behind the President? Does bipartisanship mean that Demo* 
cratic mistakes are Republican responsibilities? 

Republicans — for two decades — have believed the United 
States must not become involved in a land war on the Asian 
continent. We are so involved today. 

Republicans have believed that no American military inter- 
vention should be unilateral. Our commitment today in Viet- 
nam is primarily unilateral. • 

Republicans, in 1954, made a limited commitment to the 
South Vietnam Government. Under the Democrats, our com- 
mitment has become open-ended* 

Before making any further decisions to support or differ 
with the President, Republicans might agree to seek hard, 
realistic answers to two basic questions;

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An Isolated Capital 

In many ways H^noi it isolated. From 
the west the only approach is by the 
International Control Commission plane 
which makes a circular tip stopping at 
aaigon. Phnom Penh, Vientiane and 
Hanoi on Fridays and alternate Tues- 
days. Many nights do not get to Hanoi 
because of bad weather or U.S. bomb- 
ing: my flight encountered neither* I 
was met by five Red Cross officials who 
greeted me warmly and ushered me into 
a private toom in the terminal, when* 
we got acquainted, drank tea and filled 
out customs papers. It was through the 
North Vietnam Red Cross that I made 
the arrangements for the Phoenix's ar- 
rival and our week's stay. 

Hanoi b a beautiful place, similar to . 
cities in southern France with parks, 
lakes, wide irecOined streets and boule- 
vards. There are few cars; most people 
walk, ride bicycles or travel by bus or 
*ireetcar s I saw few ichoo!>a^e children: 
most of them have been evacuated to 
surrounding villages because of antici- 
pated U.S. air attacks- Commerce is 
decentralized as much at possible, with 
much activity taking place at night, 
Most goods are moved on human 
■ shoulders, on bicycles or on carts pulled 
by oxen or people. The xity is a cultural 
center with many museums, nightly 
opera performances, theaters which pre-

Arrival and Reception 

Arriving in Haiphong after midiiigl 
the Fhocnix and its crew were warn 
welcomed by about 40 people from t 
national and Haiphong Red Cross m 
eties. That welcome of Bowers a 
friendship was in sharp contrast to t 
welcome of slack and fire that greet 
other Americans earlier that evening 
the)' bombed the outskirts of the city* 

In all our communications we made 
dear that our aid was for civilian cai 
allies of the war** and we were assux 
that our intent would be honored. \ 
consigned the supplies to the natioi 
Red Cross at the dock* following i 
with a symbolic ceremony at the surgii 
hospital in Hanoi. 

The crew and I wanted to meet p< 
pic/ ice the effects of the war on ch 
laiu. visit some bombed villages, sei 
the aspirations of the North Vietnam* 
jtnd discuss future projects with R 
Cross officials and the Committee J 
she Defense of Peace. The North Vi 
namesc wanted to hear from us abc 
Quakers.

we described the Ouakers*' beliefs: th

Air Balds 

Twice during my stay I had to tee* 
underground shelter during air raids; 
X felt and heard ihe bomb explosions 
tod the defensive shell burns some 15 
mDes away. After one mid, on Easier 
Sunday, I waited around Hanoi. Within 
half an hour after the raid I found 
myself sitting beside a late in a central 
park writing to my children, telling 
them how little Vietnamese children 
were playing, wading, fishing, running 
barefoot It struct me hard that our 
bombs were tilling children like these* 
so much Ht* my own. Later that after- 
noon I came across a Protestant church' 
in which about 45 people, old and 
young, were praying. 
On a visit to Phu Xa, a village about

He epeht three weeks 
convincing the Vietnamese that the ship should enter Haiphong 
harbor, he said. 

ZIETLOW, who spent three years working for the" Buffalo, 
N. Y., Council of churches, and one year with the National 
Council of Churches, Bald he came away from North Vietnam 
convinced that the only way the war can be stopped is if 
the United States ceases bombing the North. He said he ' 
talked with Foreign Minister Nguyen Dul Thrlnh, as well as 
dozens of other North Vietnamese.

A source advised on May Ik, 1967* that the Women 
Strike for Peace (WS?) in the Southern California area began 
its operations in the late fall cf 1961, as an affiliate 
of the national organization formed in Washington, D.C. It 
is a peace oriented women's organization which is opposed 
to the present American foreign policy in Vietnam. It has ^ 
also sought legislation which would bring about the abolition 
of the House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA)- In 
recent months the organization has sponsored demonstrations 
protesting the United States involvement in Vietnam and 
calling for the complete withdrawal of all United States 
troops from Vietnam. In the spring of 19^6, it was instrumental 
in originating and putting into effect a campaign advocating 
support for "peace candidates 11 in the upcoming I966 Congressional 
elections. 



The same source stated that WSP is a non -membership 
organization and has no officers. The organization is open 
to women of all political opinions who are interested in world 
peace. It makes no cffcrt to exclude from its activities 
members of, or persons sympathetic to, the Communist Party 
and related groups.

FRANCIS G. *\ 4 
BROWN, general secretary of the Yearly Meeting , 
acted as courier in transmitting the funds to the 
Canadian Friends Service Committee in Toronto.
